The death tax in New York is bringing in a snug income. 

From the city alone more than $4,000,000 will be received, in 
1900, $3,200,000 heaving been already collected. 

During the past twelve months inheritance taxes have 
been paid on several large estates. The estate of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt $50,000,000 has yielded $500,000 with more in litiga- 
tion. Henry Smith, the eccentric London millionaire, left 
property in New York valued at $40,731,000. The state’s share 
is $2,360,582, C. P. Huntington’s estate valued at $45,000,000 
pays $600,000. Other large properties have yielded correspond- 
ing revenue to the state. 

Personal property alone is subject to this tax. This explains
